WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 23.—The First Amerti- 
can Army scored important successes 
today in severe fighting along the 

front north of Verdun. . 
> On the left we again drove the Ger- 
mans out of Grand Pré and advanced 
into the woods north of the town. In} 
the centre we again took Bantheville 
and bettered our positions at several 
points in that vicinity. On the right. we 
cleared the Germans from Brieulles. 

The Germans held stubbornly to all 
these positions. We met very strong 
resistance in the region of Grand Pré 
and our attacks precipitated very 
heavy fighting in the region of Talma 
Farm and Bellejoyeuse Farm. In the 
Bois Trayes a bitter fight, with ma- 
chine guns on both sides, took place. 

Bantheville was again taken by vir- 
tue .of our positions in the Bois 
Bantheville. : 

After our capture of Hills 297, 299, 


and. 281 the enemy position in 
Brieulles was rendered untenable and 
oir. shelifire forced him to evacuate 
this morning. We sent in patrols in 
force; who in turn were shelled out.by 
the Germans. Tonight we dominate 
the town. 

Today's advances were the most im- 
portant we have made in ten days, and 
our. success may indicate that the in- 
cessant night and day pressure by 
Pershing’s men has somewhat worn 
down the German resistance in front 
of us. 

Sky Full of Airplanes. 

The day was marked by perhaps the 
most .active aerial warfare we have 
seen.. The sky was filled with ma- 
Chines all day. More than a hundred 
American bombing machines dropped 
several tons of bombs on German posi- 
tions. . The Germans retaliated with 
weak day bombing, but tonight were 
bombing the back areas of the Ameri- 
can forces with vigor. Over one town 
American pursuit machines went into 
the air after German bombers. 

There were many air battles along 
the front. Four of our Lieutenants— 
Woolsey, Manning, Humes, and Col- 
son—met four fokkers at a height of 
3,800 metres. The Germans accepted 
the ‘challenge, and in view of thou- 
sands of soldiers the four German ma- 
chines were seen to come down. None 
of our airmen was hurt. 

“An idea of what our day bombers 
“ate. doing may be gained by the state- 
ment that two tons of bombs were 
dropped on Buzancy today. Many 
fires were started in German depots. 
Every foot of the infantry advance 
today was bitterly contested by the 
Germans with every tool of war they 
possessed. They are still fighting un- 
det-orders to hold. the Americans at 
all costs.

Text of President Wilson’s Reply to the German Government 





‘FROM sei SECRETARY OF STATE TO THE CHARGE D' AFFAIRES OF SWITZERLAND, AD INTERIM IN CHARGE OF GERMAN INTERSTS IN THE UNITED STATES. 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, D. G., Oct. 28, 1918. 


Str: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your note of the 
22d transmitting a communication 
under date of the 20th from the Ger- 
man Government and to advise you 
that the President has instructed me to 
reply thereto as follows: 

Having received the solemn and explicit 
assurance of the German Government that 
it unreservedly accepts the terms of peace 
laid down in his address to the Congress of 
the United States on the 8th of January, 
1918, and the principles of settlement enun- 
particu- 
larly the address of the 27th of September, 
and that it desires to discuss the details of 
their application, and that this wish and 
purpose emanate, not from those who have 
hitherto dictated German policy and con- 
ducted the present war on Germany’s be- 
half, but from Ministers who speak for the 
majority of the Reichstag and for an over- 
whelming majority of the German people; 
and having received also the explicit prom- 
ise of the present: German Government that 


~ the humane rules of civilized warfare will 


be observed both on land and sea by the 
erent ariel fora ee President of the 


United States feels that he cannot decline 
to take up ‘with the Governments with 
which the Government of the United States 
is associated the question of an armistice. 

He deems it his duty to say again, how- 
ever, that the only armistice he would feel 
justified in submitting for consideration 
would be one which should leave the United 
States and the Powers associated with her 
in a position to enforce any arrangements 
that may be entered into and to make a 
renewal of hostilities on the part of Ger- 
many impossible. 

The President has, therefore, trans- 
mitted his correspondence with the pres- 
ent German authorities to the Governments 
with which the Government of the United 
States is associated a8 a belligerent, with 
the suggestion that, if those Governments 
are disposed to effect peace upon the terms 
and principles indicated, their military ad- 
visers and the military advisers of the 
United States be asked to submit to the 
Governments associated against “Germany 


_ the necessary terms of such an armistice 


as will fully protect the interests of the 
peoples involved .and insure, to the asso- 
ciated Governments the unrestricted power 
to safeguard and enforce the details of the 
peace to which the German Government has 


‘agreed, provided they deem such an armis- 
ticé possible from the mil.tary: -_ of 


view. Should such terms of armistice be 
suggested, their acceptance by. Germany 
will-afford the best concrete evidence of 
her .unequivocal acceptance of the terms 
and principles of peace from which the 
whole action proceeds. . 

The President would deem himself lack- 
ing in candor did he not point out in the 
frankest possible terms the reason why ex- 
traordinary safeguards must be demanded. 
Significant and important as the Constitu- 
tional changes seem to be which are spoken 
of by the German Foreign Secretary in his 
note of the 20th of October, it does not ap- 
pear that the principle of a Government re- 
sponsible to the German people has yet been 
fully- worked out or that any guarantees 
either exist or are in contemplation that the 
alterations of principle and of practice now 
partially agreed upon will be‘permanent. 
Moreover, it does not appear that the heart 
of the present difficulty has been reached. 
It-may be that future wars have been 
brought under the control of the German 


people, but the present war has not been; 


and it is with the present war that we are 
dealing. It is evident thatthe German peo- 
ple have no means of commanding the 
acquiescence of the military authorities of 
the Empire in the popular will; that the 
power of the King of Prussia to control the 
policy of the Empire is eengene: — 


the determining initiative still remains with 
those who have hitherto been the masters 
of Germany. Feeling that the whole peace 
of the world depends now on plain speak- 
ing and straightforward action, the Presi- 


- dent deems it his duty to say, without any _ 


attempt to soften what may seem harsh 
words, that the nations of the world do not 
and cannot trust the word of those who 
have hitherto been the masters of German 
policy, and to point out once more that in 
concluding peace and attempting to undo 
the infinite injuries and injustices of this 
war the Government of the United States 
cannot deal with any but veritable repre- 
sentatives of the German people who have 
been assured of a genuine Constitutional 
standing as the real rulers of Germany. 

If it must deal with the military mas- 
ters and the monarchicaj autocrats of Ger- 
many now, or if it is likely to have to deal 
with them later in regard to the interna- 
tional obligations of the German. Empire, 
it must demand, not peace negotiations, but 
surrender. Nothing can be gained by leav- 
ing this essential thing unsaid.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Oct. 23, 
(Associated Press.)—-The British Third 
and Fourth Armies smashed through 
strong German defensive positions by 
a new drive south of Valenciennes .to- 
day. They gained ground to a depth 
of more than 5,000 yards (three miles) 
on an extended front, capturing many 
important villages and several thou- 
sand prisoners, together with numer- 
ous guns, and driving a wedge into 
the enemy positions at what. probably 
is the most vital. point of the lines 
the Germans are holding. 

The fighting was of a EOIN na- 
ture, the German machine gunners 
holding out to the last. . Large num- 
bers of the enemy were killed. 

The advance continues and the men- 
ace to the Germans to the north and 
south of the front attacked is growing 
hourly. Further retreats are ex- 
pected. : 

North of the Third and Fourth Ar- 
mies the British First Army contin- 
ued its attacks and reached positions 
well to the northeast of Valenciennes, 
which is gradually being squeezed out. 
It is probable that the Germans have 
already evacuated that town. 

The British are approaching Le 
Quesnoy and were only about three 
miles from the gates of that place, ac- 
cording to late repor®s, and were still 
advancing. 

The- heaviest fighting. seems to have 
been in L’Eveque Wood, which is still 
being cleared up, although the British 
have passed completely. around it. and 
are before the great Mormial Yorest. 
On the-edge of this-the Germans were 
reported to be concéntrating at Preux. 

Catillon.. was taken early in’ the 
' fighting. by assault. Ors.is in British 
hands. The Germans before retreat- 
ing blew up all the ‘bridges over the 
canal between Catillon and Ors. ; 


Striking at a Vital..Pofnt. , 
WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES IN 
FRANCE. AND BELGIUM, ‘Oct. 23, 
( Associated Press.)—The attack of the 
British Third and Fourth Armies on a 








wide front south of Valenciennes today 
was of vital strategic importance. 

The allied salient here menaces the 
German lines all the way to Holland, 
and if it is widened it will have a 
tremendous effect on the enemy front 
to the south also. 
which the Germans have constructed. 

Masses of British cannon, moved up 
during the comparative lull of the last 
few days, loosed tons of steel early 
today at the enemy, sprinkling front 
and rear areas freely. Later all the 
guns concentrated in a ‘‘ crash bar- 
rage,’’ behind which the infantry ad- 
vanced in’ an early morning fog, 
storming the enemy defenses. 

The Germans resisted strongly, es- 
pecially the machine gunners. The 
enemy artillery fire was generally 
weak, indicating that his guns had 
been moved some miles east to the line 
known as the ‘‘ Hermann Standing 
Place.’’ This showed that the German 
command evidently did not have faith 
that the exhausted infantry would be 
able to hold the positions attacked 
today. 

The town of Romeries was taken 
early in the attack, marking an ad- 
vance of nearly two miles northeast of 
Solesmes. 

British troops were fighting their 
way into the centre of Valenciennes 
early today. They were facing a 
strong enemy machine-gun fire from 
the east bank of the Scheldt Canal, 
which flows through the city. 

The Germans on this front in the 
last few days have been following the 
tactics gf retreating during the night. 
The British have not been able to es- 
tablish contact with the enemy rear- 
guards until noon the next day. The 
rearguards endeavor to hold the Brit- 
ish in check until nightfall, when they 
again retreat. 


Americans in Thick of Battle. 
BRITISH HEADQUARTERS 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Oct. 
(Reuter.)—The British forces are 
steadily- linking up bridgeheads and 
footholds established. along the west 
bank of the Scheldt. 

Today's battle was difficult to fol- 
low, for, beginning along a connected 
front, it became a series of local strug- 
gles.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—At the same 
time that the White House tonight 
made public the text of the reply to 
Germany’s peace note there were given 
out letters exchanged between Secretary 
Baker and President Wilson, showing 
that since May 8, 1917, a -total of 
2,008,931 American soldiers had been 
embarked for overseas duty. Secretary 
Baker’s letter read:

My Dear Mr. President: More than 
two million American soldiers have 
sailed from the ports in this country 
to participate in the war overseas.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Members of 
Congress were interviewed for THE 
New York Times tonight on the Presi- 
dent’s note to Germany. 

The Senate will meet tomorrow, and 
there will be full discussion of the note 
upon the floor. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, rank- 
ing Republican member of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, said: 

‘“*The President says in his last scn- 
tence that, if we must deal with the 
military masters and autocrat of Ger- 
many, we must demand ‘not peace 
negotiations, but surrender.’ With this 
iI am in full accord, as I was with ‘the 
President's statement of Sept. 27. 

‘‘In the first paragraph the President 
says that, as the present German Gov- 
ernment, which, as all the world knows, 
is cohtrolled by the Kaiser and the mili- 
tary party, represents through its Min- 
isters ‘the majority of the Reichstag 
and an overwhelming majority of the 
German people,’ he feels: that he cannot 
decline to take up with the allied Gov- 
ernments the question of an armistice. 
With this I am not in accord, for the 
German Government described: in the 
first paragraph and that described in 
the last sentence are one and the same. 

‘* My own view is a very simple one. 
There is no German Government in ex- 
istence with which I would- discuss any- 
thing. I deplore at this stage, when we 
are advancing steadily to a complete 
victory, any discussion or exchange of 
notes with the German Government. 
The only thing, now is to demand uncon- 
ditional surrehder. I would leave that 
to Marshal Foch and the Generals of 
the armies. When they report that the 
German Army has surrendered and 
ceased to exist as an army in being, 
then, and not until then, let the Ajlies 
and the United States meet and agree 
‘what terms they will impose on Ger- 
many to-insure’ the safety of civiliza- 
tion and mankind.” 

Senator Hitchcock, ‘Democrat, of Ne- 
braska, Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, said: 

“‘I think~ the President has brought 
to a very logical climax the corre- 
spondence with Germany. However 
much difficulty we have had in under- 
standing the German notes, the Germans 
can have no’ possible difficulty in un- 
derstanding this note. The President 
practically~ tells them that: they: must 
democratize. their Gdvernment. in order 
to secure terms or peace gnd, as an 
alternative, ‘tnat, if they persist in: the 
retention of thé old form’ of ‘militaristic 
Government, he will consider nothing 
but unconditional surrender.

Senator King, Democrat of Utah, a 
member of the.Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said: 


‘‘ The reply of the President is a diplo- 
matic triumph and- will result in the 
overthrow of Kaiserism and the mili- 
tary and junker class, and hasten a 
revolution, political in character, which 
will place the political power of the 
German people in representatives of 
their own selection. A casual perusal of 
the note may leave some disappoint- 
ment, but when its meaning is under- 
stood, particularly in the light of the 
addresses made by the President and 
the notes submitted by the German Gov- 
ernment, a genuine’ admiration for the 
manner in which the-entire issues are 
treated must follow, 

‘‘It is perfectly obvious that the Pres- 
ident recognizes the solidarity of the 
aims of the allied Governments and that 
in dealing with the war and all cognate 
questions the Central Powers must treat, 
not alone with the United States, but 
with her allies. While it is true the 
President has been the spokesman for 
the belligerent nations opposed to the 
Central Powers, his reply recognizes 
that, in dealing with the questions of 
armistice and peace negotiations and all 
matters relating to the war, the allies of 
the United States have a Voice in their 
determination.

Foreign Secretary Says It Would 
Be In'mical to British Em- 
pire’s Safety and Unity. 


LONDON. Oct. 23, (via Montreal.)—In ’ 


no circumstances is it consistent. with 
the safety. security, and unity of the 
British Empire that Germany's colonies 
should be rcturned to her, declared A.

HINDENBURG BACKS UP 


BERLIN PEACE MOVES| 


Tells Army He Is Obliged to 
Stand with Government and 
Asks Its Support. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 23 (Associated Press.)— 


Field Marshal von Hindenburg, in an 
order to German officers in the field, re- 
ferring to negotiations for an armistice, 
declares he approves the peace moves 
and is obliged to support the Govern- 
ment. He asks that the confidence re- 
posed in him in the days of success be 
continued. 

The German Crown Prince, 
order to the group of armies under his 
command, reminds the officers of the 
responsibility they incur when they lose 
a position or modify the line in any way 
without orders.

** Strangest Document of War."

The President's reply to Germany is 
perhaps the strangest diplomatic docu- 
ment of the whole war so far: Of its 
probable consequences, immediate and 
deferred, no one can pretend at once to 
speak. Comment, therefore, must be 
limited to the text. 

He stipulates that the armistice shall 
be one that will make it impossible for 
Germany to renew hostilities or thwart 
any arrangements that are entered into. 
That is strong enough. 

But he goes on immediately to wey in 
effect, that the solemn assurances of the 
German Government are worthless, be- 
cause it is evident that the German peo- 
ple have no means of controlling the 
military authorities and that the power 
of the Kaiser—called the King of Prus- 
sia—over the policy of the empire is un- 
impaired. 

e adds that it is his duty to say, 

‘‘ without any attempt to soften what 
may seem harsh words, that the nations 
of the world do not and cannot trust the 
word of those who have hitherto been 
masters of Germany's policy." 

This immediately follows the assertion 
that the Kaiser is still in control of 
that policy. 

The point scems to be that by submit- 
ting to an armistice that will leave Ger- 
many powerless to renew hostilities the 
Kaiser-controlled . people can: convince 
the world that they accept in good faith 
the terms and Lzincipies of peace laid 
down by Mr. Wilson.

In announcing to Germany this policy 
of leaving all questions of an armistice

From the village of Poedrisch, on 
the Scheldt, the British line bends 
back westward along another canal 
known as the Bossuyt-Courtrai Canal, 
which the enemy has defended strong- 
ly with barbed wire,’ and is holding 
in strength with machine guns. We 
know we have reached a stage when 
the Germans will undoubtedly make 
a stand in order the delay pursuit 
and they will mcrte hard fighting for 
the British before we can hope to 
liberate Tournai and Valenciennes and 
drive further east: . 

The enemy has his guns behind the 
Scheldt and in this way ,has for the 
timé being some advantage over the 
British, as the bringing up of the 
British heavies is very difficult over 
the old battlefields now in the filthiest 
condition of mud and swamps. 

The Germans have also organized 
a trench mortar defense of the 
Scheldt and are firing heavy barrages 
along the opposite banks to prevent 
the British gaining bridgeheads. In 
spite of this the British in a mbst gal- 
lant and stubborn way have closed in 
upon the Scheldt River and Canal, 
except where on the Second Army 
front east of Courtrai they have been 
checked by thé Bussoyt Canal. Yes-

FLEE FROM GERMAN PRISON. 


Two. Italians.Reach American Lines |- 


with Tale of Hardships. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Oct. 22, 
(Asséciated Press.)\—Two Italian sol- 
diers who escaped frédm a German prison 
camp reached he American lines early 
today after having been under shell fire 
for tfiree days and nights. They passed 
through the fire of both the American 
and German guns as they came south- 
ward. The Italians had had nothing to 
eat but raw potatoes for five days. ; 

The soldiers escaped from the build- 
ing where they slept by digging a tun- 
nel under the wall in the hours in which 
they were supposéd to sleep. There 
were four in the party which escaped 
from the camp, but.they becanfe. sepa- 


rated and ony two have reached the 
‘American lies. 


The Italians were captured near 
Rheims, on July 15, and since then have 
been working in German lumber camps 
and on Tailroad and road work. One of, 
them spent ten years in the United 
States, ands formerly was employed on 
the Great Northern Railroad. Hegsaid 
the Germans struck him with a club for 
not working harder when he was almost 
exhausted from lack of sufficient food, 
He had séen other Italians beaten with 
clubs and struck with rifle butts by Ger- 
man soldiers. 

The two Italians had made previous 
attempts to escape, and as a result they 
were confined for twelve days on a diet 
of bread and water. At other times 
about all they had to eat was black

It will be remarked that the Sen- 
ate is as self-sufficient as the House. 
Both houses procéed independently of 
suggestions from those who must pay 
the taxes. That is the more surpris- 
ing, because there has‘ been no hearty 
approval of what has been done, and 
many suggestions to which the Sen- 
ate is as deaf as the House. The New 
York Chamber of Commerce, for 
example, characterized the House bill 
as ‘‘ dangerous,’’ in that the taxes on 
business and incomes are so extreme 
as to threaten to dry the springs of 
production at their source: Our taxes 
have been doubled in two successive 
years, whereas England has never in- 
creased its tax over 50 per cent. at one 
time. The Chamber further made. the 
pungent remark that the aim of ‘the 
House proposals seemed to be to raise 
the greatest taxes from the féwest cit- 
izens, and to narrow the base of taxa- 
tion to fewest sources. The Senate 
has improved the. House. proposal in 
details, ‘but it has made no such sub- 
stantial betterment as the Chamber 
asked for inthe general imposition of 
consumption and stamp taxes. This 
is the more to be regretted because the 
assertion of an intention to lighten the 
load on smaller incomes opens a field 
where consumption taxes would be fair 
to those who pay no income taxes, and 
mere justice to these who do.

“INVESTIOATE FRUIT PRICES 


bg: Inspectors Collect Figures on 
OFanges and Lemons and 


Distribute Subpoenas. 


‘She Federal Food Board announced 
yesterday that the Childs Company had 
agreed to withdraw its charge of 5 
cents for bread and butte” se’ vice in 
its eating places. On Tuesday tight the 
attention of Arthur Williams, Federal 
¥ood Administrator for New York, was 
called 'to the additional charge made by 

for’.bread and butter. Mr. 
‘Williams at once got in touch with the 
restaurant management and later com- 
municated with the officials of the Food 
Administration. in Washington, which 
suggested that the charge be dropped 
pen@ing the investigation of the com- 

pany’s prices now being made. 

With a view to getting to the bottom 
of the high prices being charged here 
by fruit stand vendors and storekeeper. 
for oranges and lemons, Federal food 
inspectors yesterday paid visits to Park 
Row and’ other localities in Brooklyn, 
Manhattan and the Bronx. The inspec- 
tors reported that the proprietor of a 
fruit stand under the stairway of the 
Brooklyn Bridge was charging 20 cents 
aplece for: California oranges. Other 
dealets in the same locality were asking 
from, 10 to 13 cents apiece for the fruit. 
In the Washington Heights and Bronx 
sections of the city, as well as in Brook- 
lyn, «many dealers demanded 10 or 13 
cents for an orange. 

Data obtained from the California 
Fruit Growers’ Association showed that 
poor crops, higher transportation and 
labor charges had brought about higher 
prices for oranges. It was developed 
that the retail fruit men were buying 
Salifornia oranges. from wholesalers on 
the average basis of 6 cents apiece. The 
results obtained in the lemon market 
were not available for publication last 
night. The inspectors handed subpoenas 
to several retail handlers of oranges in 
Park Row to appear at the offices of 
the board, 6 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
this morning, and explain why they ure
